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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the stearate could not interact 
with the highly neutraiized ionomer due to the intractability of highly neutralized ionomers. 



This is not convincing. Firstly, claims 9,21,23,25 allow for lesser neutralization amounts that are known to be processsable. Claims 
14,21,23,25 have neutralization amounts inconsistent with the independent claims. Secondly, GB 2164342 recognizes (table 1) the 
difficulty in processing highly neutralized ionomers. Presumably, this is why the reference mixes partially neutralized ionomer with 
poiyetheramide prior to carrying out full neutralization (examples 2-6). One of ordinary skill would recognize the advantage/necessity of 
mixing all ingredients (eg pigments, nonreactivefiller,stabilizer, stearate) into the rubber/thermoplastic blend prior to conducting full 
neutralization. This would allow for better/easier dispersion of the ingredients. This would also avoid the problems hypothesized in 
applicant's remarks. Note applicant allows for any order of mixing. Applicant's criticisms of the proposed rejection would also apply to his 
own claimed invention.
